Q 1p HAT . Catholick Doctrine as to the 
Pope s Supremacy ? i 


A. It is compriſed in theſe two Articles; 1. That 
St. Peter by divine Commiſſion was Head of the 
Church under Chrif. 2. That the Pope or Biſhop 
of Rome, as Succeſſor to St. Peter, is at preſent Head 

of the Church, and Chriſt's Vicar upon Earth. 


Q. How do you prove St. Peter's Supremacy? ö 
4. Firſt, From the very Name of Peter or Cephas, 


which ſignifies a Rock, which Name our Lord, who 
does nothing without Reaſon, gave to him, who be-

© Beſides, fuppoſing the Supremacy ' of St. Peter, 
which we have re above from plain Seripture ; 
it muſt conſequently be allowed that this Supremacy 
which Chrif# eſtabliſhed for the better Govern- 
ment of his Church and maintaining of Unity, 
was not to die with Peter, no more than the 
Church, which he promis'd ſhould ſtand for ever. 
For how can any. Chriſtian imagine, that Chrift 


ſhould annoint a Head for the Government of his 


Church, and maintaining of Unity during the Apo- 
ſtles Tane; and deſign another kind of Govern- 
ment for ſueceedin Ages, when there was like to be 
fo much more need of a Head. Therefore we muſt 
grant that St. Peter's Supremacy was by Succeſſion 
to deſcend to ſome body. Now I would willivgly
